L July 25.—German submarines today resumed their ac- 


tivity in English waters, sinking a French steamer and four 

British trawlers. One of the undersea boats is reported to have 
been destroyed by bombs and gunfife, The French steamer, Danae, 
bound from Liverpool for Archangel, sia, was sunk off Cape Wrath, 
which forms the northwestern extremity of Scotland. The trawlers 
Henry Charles, Kathleen, Activity and Prosper were sent to the bot- 
tom in the North Sea. The crews of all the vessels were saved. The 
Danae was attacked by two submarines. The crews of the trawlers 
state that one of the underwater craft was sunk by means of bombs 
and guns fired from the trawlers. The Danae was a vessel of 1505 gross 
’ tonnage and was built at Sunderland in 1910. She was 257 feet long, 
35 feet beam and drew 14 feet of water. The British steamer Firth, 460 
tons, of Aberdeen, bound from France for the Firth of Forth, was tor- 
pedoed by a submarine in the North Sea. Four of the crew were killed 
by the explosion. The Grimsby trawler Perseus was destroyed by a 
mine. Her crew of ten were killed. |

ENGLISH CHANNEL TUNNEL, 
Its Construction Would Have Proved 
of Immeasurable Benefit in the 
Present War. 
[Popular Mechanics:] We don't 
hear mitch these days about the pro- 
posed tunnel under the English Chan- 
nel, to connect England and France. 
Although the engineers have several 
times during the past twenty years 
submitted complete plans for such 
enterprise—some of which have been 
published in this magazine—none has 
gone beyond the paper stage. The 
minute anyone mentioned channel 
tunnel apparently the entire English 
press broke loose, displaying an op- 
position scarcely less expressive than 
the present fear ef Zeppelins. 
It is interesting to reflect on what 
such a tunnel would be worth to Eng- 
land were it in operation today. Where

FASHIONS SET BY ARMIES. 


Buttons on the Sleeves and Back of 


Coat, the Style of Coats, and Social 
Customs are 


[London Tit Bits:] The fashion of 
adorning the sleeves of our coats with 
buttons originated, it is said, with the 


French army. The French soldiers 
were in the habit of wiping their 
mouths with their sleeves, and the 
buttons were put on to prevent them 
from doing so. Today, of course, the 
real reason for the presence of these 
buttons is forgotten, and they are con- 
sidered ornaments, civilians as well as 
soldiers decorating their sleeves with 
them. 

Who would dream of associating the 
frock coat with the army? And yet it 
is a descendant of the old-time 
“wafenrok,” a long garment, falling 
below the knees and slit up the back 
in order that it could be worn for rid- 
ing. It was made long to cover the 
armour. The two purely ornamental 
buttons which adorn the back of the 
modern frock and tail coats were at 
one time supports for the sword-belt. 
The Norfolk coat was designed from 
the chain-mail hauberk fastened 
round the waist with the eword-belt 
as word by Richard “Coeur-de-Lion,” 
and every modern peaked-cap is a 
copy of the helmet worn by soldiers 
up to Cromwell's time. 

The army, too, has been the birth- 
place of some of our most every-day 
customs. Shaking hands as a form of 
greeting originated through the cus- 
tom of a knight. on meeting a friend. 
extending the right hand to show that 
he held no weapon; while, though a 
man nowadays uncovers his head 
when entering a house as an act of 
courtesy, the soldier again was the 
originator of the custom and “raised 
his hat“ for quite a different reaso.. 
The knight of old, when entering a 
castle hall, doffed his helmet, the most 
vital part of his armor. as a sign that 
he came in peace and expected to be 
treated as a friend. That is why—a 
gesture which is accepted as an indi- 
cation that he would “unhelm” were 
he permitted to do to. 

The custom of firing salutes was 
originally a sign on the part of a host 
that he had emptied his guns in order 
to. show hia complete trust in his ap- 
proaching visitor. And the reason 
for mounting a horse on the near 
side, which is done by soldiers and 
civilians alike, was, tn the first place, 
to avold the awkwardness caused by 
the hanging sword at the left side.

OF CANADIANS. 


Montreal Regiment. 


Overcome by Deadly Gases 
and Deserted by Blacks. 


Greatly Disappointed with 
French as Fighters. 


A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

GOETTINGEN (Germany) July 10. 
Late in February the Fifth Royals, 
one of the crack Canadian regiments, 
1100 strong, left Montreal, en route 
for England and the great European 
war. Less than four months later. 
after weeks in the trenches at Ypres, 
only thirty-seven: of those 1100 men 
were known to remain alive, and they 
are prisoners in the great military 
camp here. 

Overpowered by the gases wafted 
teward their positions, deserted by 
colored troops supposed to come to 
their support, all but decimated by 
the deadly German fire, the little band 
of four nonc issioned officers and 
thirty-three privates was easy prey. 
Before they regained consciousness 
they were in captivity. 

The thirty-seven at G n hope 
that some of their brave regiment 
may have escaped and may still be 
fighting, but they do not believe it. 
They were on the outskirts of the gas 
columns that swept over the trenches, 
and they escaped with their lives be- 
cause they did not have to breathe 
the noxious fumes in their fun 
strength. 


FAMILIES IN SUSPENSE. 


Many of them have as yet not been 
able to establish communication with 
their families in far-off Canada, and 
are not sure whether mothers, wives 
and sisters know that they have es- 
caped death. 

The men portray the fight at * 
as one of dndescribable horror: ey 
ehafe at confinement and the lack of 
assurance that England is winning; 
they express in varying degrees sur- 
Prise that the Germans are not the 
Pony they had believed them 

Harry Anning, a Montreal boy, serves 
ag well as any other member of the 
little group to describe their feelings 
as they now loaf about in captivity. 

“There isn’t any question,” he said, 
“but that we all have had to revise 
eur opinion about the Germans, 
though not all of us were prepared 
to believe all we had heard and read 


ing in a prison camp is the inactivity, 
and for that the Germans naturally 
are not responsible. 

“The food is fair, though as a mat- 
ter of course, monotonous, I for one 
haven't any complaint, though I man- 
aze to get a good many extra things 
from England to piece out with. I 
imagine that the man wie hasn't any 
friends and who doesn't get any ex- 
tras does a certain amount of suffer- 


ng. 

“But mail, money and packages 
come regularly and reasonably quick. 
We all have to admire the thorough- 
ness of the German system in vogue 
here. Those of us who are able to 
take matters philosophically appreci- 
ate that, though being prisoners of 
war is far from being a joke, we are 
well treated on the whole. Those who 
are the least unhappy are the ones 
who are able to sit back, confident 
that England is going to win, and that 
this can't last forever.” 

CRITICISE FRENCH. 

Another member of the Fifth Roy- 
als gave a brief glimpse into the rela- 
tions among the allies. He said: 

“Let me tell you that the French 
as fighters have proved a big disap- 
pointment to us. Whenever the two 
have been together—French and Eng- 
lish and Canadians—it has been the 
latter two who have had to bear the 
brunt of the work. ; 

“The Peigians, on the other hand, 
have proved the finest little fighters 
in the world, If the French were any- 
where near as good, with their num- 
bers, the war would be over.” 


What do you people think of the 


colored troops?” the Canadian was 
asked, as two oddly-clad soldiers, 
black as ebony. and speaking a hor- 
rible jargon of French, tauntered by 
the barracks. 

They're cowards. 

“At Ypres they sent up a lot of 
these so-called soldiers to relieve us, 
and they promptly turned and ran.

In his sermon on “Man Does Not 
Live by Bread Alone,” Rev. E. Stan- 
ton Hodgin, of the First Unitarian 
Church said yesterday: 

“We are in need of a truer stand- 
ard of values. So long as we measure 
everything in terms of economic pos- 
session, we shall have conflict. Such 
possession implies physical control and 
this always invites physical conflict. 
Instead of measuring values in terms 
of physical n. we must meas- 
ure them in terms of service to life. 

“When we begin to measure things 
in terms of real service, it is astonish- 
ing how much can be done with mod- 
est resources. When we measure 
things in terms of physical possession 
and self-indulgence, how little the 
greatest resource will accomplish and 
how one expensive indulgence always 
calls for a greater one. It is a psycho- 
logical change that is needed, a shift- 
ing of the center of interest 

“There is no one so enslaved as 
the man who wants things just be- 
cause he sees others have them. Such 
desires increase alm without limit 
and bring no lasting satisfaction. No 
man is so free as the one who can 
measure the true value of things. The 
economic demands of such men as 
Socrates, Jesus and Paul were very 
small, while their services to the 
world were very great, because they 
knew the real value of things. 

“It is marvelous how plentiful and 
how easy to get the things of greatest 
value are, if we only have the capacity 
to use them in such a way as to bring 
the value out of them. We are for- 
ever using up our resources and our 
energy to possess things that are diffi- 
cult to get to satisfy some artificial 
taste or vain ambition, when the 
things we thus strive for are of the 
least real value in the service of life. 

“Among the few moments of 
triumph that I have had, have been 


the times when for a short time I 


have felt rich in the recognition of the 
multitude of things I could get along 
without. Sit down sometimes and 
make a lst of the things that are of 
no vital need to your life of service in 
the world and see how rich you will 
begin to feel, here is a way in which 
almost any of us can get into the mil- 
lionaire class. 3 

“So long as we think of things and 
of ourselves in self-centered terms, we 
feel ourselves in competition with all 
the forces of the world. This means 
conflict and means that we can never 
be satisfied or feel secure, for we feel 
that all the forces of the world are 
working against us. But as soon as 
we think of things and think of our- 
selves in terms of service to the world 
we feel ourselves not in competition 
but in co-operation with. all other 
units. This means peace, satisfaction 
and the feeling of security, for we 
feel that all the forces of the universe 
are working with us and for us. 

“This recognition of the truer 
standard of value is really a religious 
experience, though we do not always 
recognize it as such, It is the realiza- 
tion that none of the tangible, visible 
things of the world have any value 
of themselves but all things have value 
only in the service of something higher 
than themselves. This sanctifies and 
purifies our actions and takes the self- 
indulgent element out of them. All 
the great teachers have had this stand- 
ard of values and have been free 
men. All religions have had the ca- 
pacity to bring this mastery to some 
men. What is needed is hot so much 
a new religion as a new religiousness

Pioneering. 
JOOLEN MILL 
IN OPERATION. 


When the only woolen mill in the 
State was dedicated Thursday, the be- 
ginning of an effort to consume our 
own wool excited the admiration of 
members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and business men who visited 
the new plant of the Goldent State 
Woolen Mills, in the harbor district. 

As pointed out by members of the 


Chamber, there had been great need 
of such a plant. California produces 
annually 14,000,000 pounds of wool, 
and contiguous States as much more. 
This raw material is shipped East to 
be repurchased by the people of this 
section plus a two-way freight rate 
and a good profit tacked on by the 
eastern manufacturers. 

It is predicted that the woolen mills, 
prospering by the immense amount 
of raw material close by, and a vast 
market at home, will develop into an 
industry of great proportions. The 
price of wool here averages 38 cents 
a pound. The Boston market quotes 
wool at 62 cents. The price of labor 
here is not greater than that in the 
East, it is declared by C. B. Byer, 
president of the new company, and 
the help is fully as efficient. : 

The plant of the Golden State Wool- 
en Millis, which is situated within the 
city limits of Long Beach, but only 
half a mile from the furthermost 
slip of the Los Angeles harbor,.was 
erected chiefly of reinforced concrete 
at a cost of $150,000. The milis are 
owned by the stockholders of the As- 
sets Realization Company, a close cor- 
poration. A competent mili man, WII- 
liam Jowett, with a corps of foremen, 
has been brought here from the East 
as superintendent. This week the mill 
started the manufacture of fine woolen 
blankets and robes, for which a mar- 
ket has already been found. 

The first consignment of wool was 
purchased in Los Angeles from grow- 
ers who were delighted to get a mar- 
ket for their wool so close at hand. 
A shipload of wool grown on San 
Clemente Island reached San Pedro 
Wednesday, and will be made into 
blankets. President Myer leases a 
1200-acre ranch to a grower who has 
many thousand sheep on the range. 
The increased interest taken in sheep 
herding in Imperial and San Joaquin 
valleys will stimulate the industry. 
When the trade calls for a cotton nap 
in the blankets, the cotton will be 
brought from the fertile Imperial do- 


main. 

The wool is brought to the mill in 
packages containing about 250 pounds. 
About half of this poundage is refuse 
and dirt, on which the grower has 
heretofore paid freight when he sent 
— — yes Then the product is 
pu rough twenty-one processes 
the making of blankets.

First of these is the sorting. Work- 
ers take the fleeces out of the bundles 
and separate into eleven different 
qualities. Then it is sent to the dust- 

room. Here a blower separates 
it, and blows the dust from it.

The 
wool goes through three baths, and is 
then taken to a ponderous machine 
whose sole work is the extraction of 
burrs. A little more dirt is also taken 
out by this machine.

STATUES IN RUSSIA. 


System Followed Has Given the 
Country the Finest Memorial Groups 
of Any in the World. 

[The Argonaut:] Before erecting 
a statue in Russia it is customary to 
submit the design for the approval 
of the people concerned. In many 
cases a wooden model of the statue 
to be is erected in the exact spot 
where the complete statue is to stand. 
If the majority do not approve of the 
design it is withdrawn and another 
substituted. This custom has resulted 
in Russia having probably the best 
memorial groups and statues of any 
country. Russians call the city of Mos- 
cow “Holy Mother Moscow.“ because 
it is the center around which grew 
the great empire of the Czar. There 
are 500 churches and cathedrals in 
Moscow and many hundreds of smaller 
shrines. The Kremlin, at Moscow. is 
the keystone of Russian history. The 
men who lived and ruled from the 
Kremlin are the ones who built this 
mighty empire. In no equal area in 
the world is there crowded such an 
array of historic cathedrals and 
monasteries, sacred relics, trophies 
of war, sacerdotal robes, tombs of 
human saints, gold and silver vessels, 
precious stones, pearls and jewels to 
the value of millions of dollars. The 
battlements of the Kremlin, origin- 
ally made of wood, were later con- 
structed of masonry by artisans im- 
ported for that purpose from Italy. 
These architects constructed the pres- 
ent imposing battlements and taught 
the people of Russia how to manu- 
facture good brick and mortar. In 
Russia all government officials, high 
and low, all school teachers, univer- 


sity professors, postmasters, etc., wear 
uniforma.

Exactly here is where the advantage of 
sea power is decisive. Thanks to it, Eng- 
land and France (and Russia, when her 
ports are ice free,) are able to draw on 
the whole neutral world for ammunition. 
Germany made a mistake when she insisted 
on maintaining in the Declaration of Lon- 
Gon the doctrine that private citizens of 


- Beutral nations might supply arms and mu- 


nitions to belligerents. In the United 
States the manufacture of ammunition has 
increased with the utmost rapidity. As a 
result of the clause in the Declaration of 
London, for which Germany contended, all 
powder-producing neutrals—but chiefly the 
United States—have been transformed into 
allies of the opponents of Germany, while 
still acting in perfect accord with the spirit 
and letter of the laws prescribing the du- 
ties of neutrals. 

“In the minds of many,” writes Mr. 


_ Bimonds, particularly in the minds of 


many Germans, this aid is likely to prove 
the decisive factor in the war.

On the other hand, German victories are 
sure to affect the decisions of certain Bal- 
kan states. Rumania is in the position ot - 
the proverbial ass between two haystacks. 
If she sides with the Triple Entente she 
might take Transylvania from Austria, a 
province of kindred race, but separated from 
her by a ridge of the Carpathians. With 
Lemberg again in Teutonic hands, however, 
Rumania is not apt to attack Austria. Ad- 
joining her on the east is her old province 
of Bessarabia, lost to the Czar in 1878. Its 
fertile wheat fields and fine vineyards offer 
a tempting prize for an attack upon Russia. 

Bulgaria, smarting under her losses in 
the second.Balkan war, has been biding her 
time. While she was fighting Greece and 
Servia, Rumania, instigated by Russia, fell 
upon her in the rear. Now she would wel- 
come any revenge upon Russia, while an 
attack upon Servia would offer a golden op- 
portunity to recover territory in Central 
Macedonia, so hard won, then lost to her 
former ally in 1913. a 

Whatever the attitude of King Constan- 
tine, the Greek people seemed favorable to 
the allies till Italy entered the war. Not 
only have Greeks and Italians become the 
commercial rivals of the Eastern Mediterra- 
nean, but their territorial aspirations are 
the same in Asia Minor, the Aegean, Albania 
anr particularly the fine harbor-of Aviona, 
the key to the Adriatic, recently seized by 
Italy. It would be hard to imagine Greeks 
and Italians fighting side by side. Again 
| both Bulgaria and Greece object to Con- 
stantinople falling into any hands other than 
their own, while neither Bulgaria nor Ru- 
mania wishes to be a buffer state between 
Russia and a Greater Servia. Were Greece 
willing to cede a port in the Aegean to 
Bulgaria, it is possible that these two pow- 
ers, as well as Rumania, might enter the 
war with Germany and Austria.

SMALL INCREASE IS DUE TO THE 
IMPROVEMENTS ON THE 
CITY TRACTS,

SANTA MONICA, July 25.—City 
Assessor Stockwell has completed his 
assessment of the city for 1915-16 
taxes. According to his figures the 
levy will be made upon an aggregate 
valuation of $16,175,000, which is an 
increase of $403,000 over last year. 
The gain was for the most part in im- 
provements, while the money actually 
uncovered for purposes of taxation 
amounted to only $20,000, being $2000 
less than last year. 

The increase of property exemp 
from taxation through the operatio 
of the war veterans’ exemption law 
leaped from $100,000 for last year to 
$115,000. The new buildings erected 
during the year are figured at 3500, 
(000. Six hundred automobiles are on 
the list. The number of parcels of 
land assessed total 17,878 and that 
assessed as acreage is 1100. 3 

Five individuals own 1500 of the 
city lots and the public parks are es- 
timated as being worth ,200,000. 
There are 4385 buildings On the as- 
sessment roll and of this number 3720 
are residences. Estimating each 
family to consist of five persona, the 
Assessor's figures would give the city 
a population of 18,600. 4

LONG BEACH, July 25.—Prome- 
nading thousands were chagrined at

It was impelled by some 
sort of oceanic disturbance, apparently, 
and ft cast up a great quantity of sea 
weed along the beach. The weeds 
came up along the Walk of a Thous- 
and Tight, east and west and gave 
the city something to think about in 
the way of cleaning up the beach. 

Thousands gathered along shore to 
watch the breakers pound against: 
bulkheads, jally the band-stand 
barrier, againstg which the waves 
Gashed with terrific force, throwing 
the spray forty feet in the air. 

The vicinity of the Majestic pavilion 


was hardest hit. The waters poured 


into this hall, despite the efforts of 
an army of broom-wielders. Across 
the Pike, which was from a few inches 
to a foot deep in ocean water, the 
refreshment stands of Kemp, Myers 
and Givens were flooded.

MONROVIA, July 25.—Fine quality 
of local Valencia oranges, combined 
with ideal orange consuming weather 
in the East and the absence of decid- 
uous fruits in the eastern markets, 
have resulted in record prices being 
paid Monrovia and Duarte citrus or- 
chardists. Today checks will be mailed 
from the Duarte-Monrovia Fruit Ex- 
change totaling 118,000, the second 
payment for the June pool. The first 
payment aggregated $16,000. The 
money for the July pool will be 
out within a week and will total - 
tween $25,000 and $30,000.
